M o n e y

es­ 
se n tia l f o r the success o f e v e r y e n t e r ­ 
p r i s e launch ed in the world. 
The money of the world is owned 
by about two p er cent of the popula­ 
tion— the other 98 per cent are m ere 
hirelings or money chasers. 
This two 
per cent do not own all the property, 
but they own the money and have 
power to put it out and call it back 
as they choose. 
This two per cent o f owners are 
using that money, as a rule, for their 
own benefit regardless o f the special 
welfare of the masses. 
The pulpits must preach to suit 
the two per cent o f owners, or they 
must preach w ithout pay or go out to 
work. 
The journals, magazines and news­ 
papers m ust write as the money ow n­ 
ers like, or else they will write for 
small returns. 
Educational 
in stitu tion s 
must 
teach in favor of the money owners, 
or else their endowment funds will be 
withdrawn, and the institutions will 
decline for lack of money. 
Labor in all lines must answer un­ 
com plaining the beck and call of the 
money owners, or they must go un­ 
employed, hungry and in rags. 
G overnm ents m ust function as the 
m oney owners dictate, or their money 
will be transferred to other nations, 
leaving an aw ful panic behind. 
T hat 
is w hat is happening to us now'. 
Our 
n.oney 
owners 
are 
sending 
their 
money away to other nations w here 
g rea te r profits are taken, and we are 
being foreclosed on lands and other 
property. 
Congress, backed by our 
Army, can stay this process if it only 
will. 
These conditions are all deplorable 
aud are irremedial as long as tw'o per 
cent of the people own and control 
the medium of exchange which is 
needed by the other 98 per cent. Th© 
98 per cent m ust serve the tw’o per 
cent and poverty is their usual por­ 
tion. 
W hatever may have caused this 
unequal distribution of money, the 
only possible relief m ust come by an 
increase in the num ber of money 
owners— an increase in the circulat­ 
ing medium among the 98 per cent of 
money chasers. 
This 98 per cent of money chasers 
are supposed to be the governing 
power of the United States— at least 
that was said to be according to the 
Constitution in the beginning of our 
governm ent. 
Through 
some 
mis-step 
in 
our 
political machinery, this 98 per cent 
of people have ceased to function as 
the governing power. They have been 
mis-informed and mis-led by the de­ 
signing two per cent of money own­ 
ers, until the voice of the masses is 
silenced < r ineffective. 
The rem edy is for them to arise 
and take back the power they bav'‘ 
lost and take charge of the money 
creating power, and thus force 
n 
larger distribution of money am ong 
the workers, and 
less 
am ong 
the 
Idlers. 
The money creating pow er lies 
alone in congress, and congress must 
be made to do the will of the 98 p c ” 
cent, instead of the will of the 2 per 
cent now in control. 
People must arise and take charge 
of their political machinery, and elect 
congressmen 
wrho 
are 
pledged 
to 
create more money, and pay it out 
for labor and products everywhere 
and thus relieve the common distress, 
for thus only can the proportion of 
men with money be increased and the 
moneyless chasers be decreased. 
W hat the people w ant will 
not 
come to them, unless they go a fte r 
it through their congressmen. 
The 
last call of duty is now upon us, and 
we must aet, and act soon or oppor­ 
tunity 
for peaceful existence 
will 
soon pass. 
We should implore our congress­ 
ed n to act now-, but if they come 
home to us without the record of an 


e f f o r t 
to 
increase 
the 
o utp ut 
o f 
m o n e y a m o n g the people, w e should 
s a y to t h e m : “ Sta nd aside, yo u aru 
not our fr ie n d s— w e will ele c t oth er 
r e p r ese n t a tiv e s .” 
We must not dem and a borrowed 
interest-taking money, but must have 
money created and distributed by the 
governm ent itself and paid out for 
better wages to workers, and b etter 
prices to producers, and thus end the 
necessity 
for their borrowing and 
paying interest to the two per cent of 
money owners now responsible fo r 
our present distress.

FOOD FANCIES IRRATIONAL. 


G etting people to eat w hat’s good 
for them is one of the jobs of the 
Red Gross nutritionist; according to 
Ada Brew ster, one of this num ber, 
the task has m any interesting as­ 
pects. 
Tomatoes, for example, range close 
to oranges and orange juice #^n the 
valuable 
vitam ines 
they 
contain, 
w hether fresh or canned. 
At ten 
cents a can, in fact, they are a cheap 
substitute if oranges are not avail­ 
able, or where people cannot afford 
oranges. 
Texans are fam iliar with tom atoes; 
raise them in certain sections. 
The 
nutritionist relates that in a certain 
section of Maine however, she found 
the people w’ere still influenced bv 
the old belief th a t tom atoes were not 
exactly wholesome, in some way, if 
not actually piosonous. 
This is not a peculiar instance at 
all; there are people who do not like 
beans; others will not eat cheese, or 
drink milk; molasses, popular in most 
Southern homes, and used extensive­ 
ly in cooking, is disliked by individ­ 
uals elsewhere. 
“ Food fancies are always irration 
a1,” 
Miss B rew ster 
observes. 
“ In 
English stories, poor folks are a1 wavs 
eating periwinkles; we here, will not 
touch 
them. 
The 
early 
colonists, 
fresh from England and oysters, be­ 
wailed am ong other hardships that 
starvation forced them to eat clam s; 
and apprentices in the old days com ­ 
plained of stingy m asters who fed 
them on fresh salmon. 
Some child­ 
ren of European ancestry, especially 
south Europe, grow up stunted be­ 
cause their elders, used to goat's milk 
dislike th a t of cows. 
“ Such lim itations may be a serious 
m atter, both dietetically and econom­ 
ically. 
To be sure, if a family in 
the Middle West does not like fish, 
there is no great harm done. 
But a 
poor family on the sea** »st th a t in­ 
dulges the same distaste cuts o ff 
ff rthwith its cheapest source of pro­ 
teins. 
“ W here w inter is long, one must, 
like all vegetables the market ha 
available. In short, a th rifty s<*ul will 
like about all sorts of food so that he 
may profit by the law of supply and 
dem and.” 
The nutritionist decsribes the value 
of learning these lessons early. 
“ It is really am azing,” she states, 
“ at w hat an early age a child can 
fieufe out th a t since his body needs, 
let us say, iron, and since tomatoes, 
oranges, spinach and the like, supply 
iron in liberal am ounts it is up to him 
to eat these foods, even at the cost of 
learning to like something he has 
never eaten before.”
